Winton Didn't Know 
Escape Route Guarded 


Inmate James P. Winton, 23, was a patient man. 
But San Quentin guards were a little more patient. 


So today Winton, who hid for five days in a tiny 
underground burrow right under the noses of searchers, 
was in isolation, awaiting action by the prison disciplin­ 
ary committee. 


Winton, already awaiting trial for an escape last 
November, prepared his hiding place in an excavation 
near a usually unguarded wall. Last Tuesday morning 
*—the same day three convicts vanished from Alcatraz 
Federal Prison— W inton disappeared. 


While guards repeatedly walked past the burrow 
where Winton was hiding, he lay quietly, living on choc­ 
olate bars and water. About 1 a.m. yesterday he figured 
the search had died down enough so it would be safe to 
make his break for the wall. But he guessed wrong. 


Officer James H. Goin, of 25 Ancha Vista Avenue, 
San Anselmo, saw Winton in the moonlight from atop 
the wall. Goin turned a spotlight on Winton, who sur­ 
rendered. 


Winton told authorities he had been hiding inside 
the trench, about two feet wide and seven feet long, 
since Tuesday morning. 


‘ He looked like he had been there that long," said 
Associate Warden Louis S. Nelson. “He was pretty well 
worn out."

The time 
and place of the second meet­ 
ing have yet to be set. 
In this week’s meeting the 
committee will be augmented 
by school district trustees for 
discussions o f S i r Francis 
Drake High School and Red­ 
wood High School attendance 
areas of Tamalpais Union High 
School District. 
At the subsequent meeting, 
the committee will consider al­ 
ternate plans for the Tamalpais ;

There is now no off-street 
parking requirements for busi-;

“To raise height limits and 
require off-street parking for 
all portions of a building over 
50 feet in height h would be

(The only building above the 
50-foot limit so far approved 
by planning commission and 
council is the six-story Farrar- 
Kaehler Building at Fourth and 
C streets. Its plans include pro­ 
vision for off-street parking for 
the two stories that extend be­ 
yond the 50-foot height.) 
It has been suggested that a 
uniform parking requirement 
for the central district, regard­ 
less of height, might be adopt­ 
ed. and developers pay into a 
special fund to provide parking 
facilities, the city planner re­ 
ported.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Teacher Group's Answer 
Still Leaves Some Questions 


We want to call your attention to the 
letter in today’s “ What Our Readers 
Say" column because it is a carefully 
considered, responsible answer to our 
editorial in this space last Monday. ‘If 
you haven't already read it. please do so 
now before continuing this editorials 
We would, however, like to take some 
exceptions to statements in the letter. 
First, we deny categorically that the 
public has “ learned to expect the medi­ 
cal profession to withdraw its services 
from any hospital, public or private, 
where standards of administration are 
detrimental to the best interests of pa­ 
tients and medical practice." We think 
the public reception of the recent an­ 
nouncement by some New .Jersey doc­ 
tors that they would not treat patients 
covered by the Medicare program is the 
best illustration. It was greeted with 
amusement, disbelief and revulsion. 
The professional, in our opinion, does 
not have the right to abandon the in­ 
dividual, be he patient or student, for 
“general” improvement. 
Second, our editorial did not advo­ 
cate that the association “stand aside" 
In protection of professional careers and 
the educational welfare of the children. 
We believe CTA should work harder 
than ever for these goals. We do not be­ 
lieve that blacklisting a school district is 
a professional way to do it. 
Incidentally, how does the CTA end 
sanctions?

Can CTA contact all the thousands of 
people who will have been told over a 
year or two that a district “condones u n ­ 
acceptable personnel practices" 0 We in 
journalism, at the request of educators 
and others, don't identify young chil­ 
dren in trouble because it “gives them a 
bad name they c a n never live down.”

EDITOR. 
In dependent-Journal: 


Some of o u r m e m b e r s 
am o n g yo u r subscribers have 
asked that we express our r e ­ 
action to y o u r Ju n e I I e d ito r­ 
ial, “ CTA Action Does H arm 
to T eaching as a Profession.” 
We are not su rp rised that 
announcem ent of the 
sanc­ 
tions policy of the CTA has 
caused 
some 
concern. 
We 
agree that such a policy has 
inherent dan g ers like those 
you describe if sanctions were 
to be employed capriciously. 
It now' is the association’s r e ­ 
sponsibility 
to 
d e m o n stra te 
th a t drastic p ressures will not 
be exerted for trivial reasons. 
As you point out. the g e n ­ 
eral policy for invoking sanc­ 
tions has existed for a p p ro x ­ 
imately 
seven 
years. 
Five 
years ago the a s s o c i a t i o n 
adopted 
detailed 
rules 
an d 
procedures for expulsion of 
m e m b e rs 
or 
application 
of 
o th er sanctions agam st indi­ 
vidual m e m b e r who had, by 
their conduct, dam aged the 
teaching profession and failed 
in their responsibilities as a 
professional teacher. 
These 
have been applied in a few in­ 
stances. 
The new policy adds clear- 
cut 
p rocedures for 
use 
of 
sanctions against districts. In 
two instances prior to this 
year, 
the 
CTA 
asked 
that 
teachers be in form ed about 
e m ploym ent conditions in the 
district before they accepted 
em ployment, and in one case 
adm inistrators were asked not 
to apply for the superintend- 
encv of a district until the 
com m unity 
had reached its 
own decisions reg ard in g com ­ 
position of the 
g o v e r n i n g 
board. The new policy simply 
is more specific and 
gives 
added protection against reck­ 
less use of this power. 
Com m unities have learned 
to expect the medical profes­ 
sion to withdraw’ its services 
from any hospital, public or 
private, where stan d ard s of 
adm inistration are d e tr im e n ­ 
tal to the best interests of p a­ 
tients and medical practice. 
In such cases, the medical 
profession 
exercises its ex­ 
pertness to d eterm in e sta n d ­ 
ards of hospital operation. We 
consider this a fulfillment of 
professional r e s p o n s i b i l i t y ,

not a violation of profession­ 
alism. 
It should be pointed out 
that, the imposition of profes­ 
sional sanctions against a dis­ 
trict 
is 
radically 
different 
from 
c o l l e c t i v e bargaining 
with the strike as the ultimate 
weapon. Sanctions cannot be 
applied against a district by 
the local teachers group. The 
decision is m ade by a state­ 
wide professional agency af­ 
te r serious study. 


The 
sanctions, 
w h en 
ap­ 
plied. do not im m ediately in­ 
terru p t the educational pro­ 
gram 
for 
the 
c o m m u n ity ’s 
children, nut they do m ake a 
dram atic a p p e a l to public 
opinion, which is the ultimate 
arbiter. 


CTA commissions fre q u e n t­ 
ly conduct studies of situa­ 
tions in which the stan d ards 
of operation are so d e tr im e n ­ 
tal to pupil interests and the 
professional status of teach­ 
ers that the educational pro­ 
gram suffers an d professional 
careers of those who accept 
em ploym ent are jeopardized. 
With rare exceptions, an ob­ 
jective report gives the board 
and the com m u n ity the infor­ 
mation and incentive to cor­ 
rect the evils rep o rted . 
Oc­ 
casionally those in authority 
choose to attack th e report 
and ignore the problems. 


When an impasse of this na­ 


ture arises, our m e m b e r s in 


the district plead for addi­ 
tional help toward creating an 
e nvironm ent 
in 
which they 
can perfo rm th eir professional 
services. The association could 
stand aside and assure m e m ­ 
bers that the schools m ay be 
just as bad as the local citi­ 
zenry will tolerate. 1 could re­ 
frain from a tte m p tin g to pro­ 
tect professional careers and 
the 
educational

children 
This is the course 
your editorial considers “ pro­ 


fessional.” 
Our leaders have decided 
th at w ithdraw al from re sp o n ­ 
sibility is not consonant with 
the association’s purposes as 
stated in th e Articles of In ­ 
corporation. 
T h e 
purposes 
stress advancing and im prov­ 
ing p u b l i c education, and 
achieving for 
teaching 
“ its 
true ra n k am o n g the p ro fe s­ 
sions.” 
The roles of t h e public and 
the profession in school op­ 
eration n e v e r have been clear­ 
ly defined: now they are qu es­ 
tioned m ore th a n normally. 
It may be a sign of a m a turin g 
profession, or it m ay be a g e n ­ 
eral change in public opinion, 
but m an y of o u r m e m b e rs are 
not longer co n te n t to accept 
a completely subservient r e ­ 
lationship to the public. 
I have confidence th at o u r 
le adership is of such calibre 
th a t it will not p e rm it the as­ 
sociation’s stre n g th to be used 
capriciously. R estrained p e r ­ 
fo rm an ce 
in 
the n e x t few 
years will, I’m sure, o ffer ade­ 
quate reassu rance in this re ­ 
spect. 
If the policy is abused, the 
CTA and its leaders will de­ 
serve the loss of prestige you 
predict. If it is used re sp o n ­ 
sibly, the prestige and desir­ 
ability of teaching as a pro­ 
fession will be enhanced.

Scientist Believes 


Brains Have 'Sex'

NEW YORK (DPI) — Science 
has turned up some reasons for 
believing the male and female 
h um an brain are different, just 
as both men and women have 
long suspected in those mo­ 
m ents when they’re at loose 
ends with one another. 


The turn-upper was a psy­ 
chological scientist. Dr. H. 
Lansdeli of the National In­ 
stitutes of Health, Bethesda, 
Md., who investigated brain 
behavior in 22 men and wom­ 
en before and after some of 
their brain tissue had been 
removed surgically. 


This tissue was taken from 
one or the other of the tem ­ 
poral lobes of the cerebrum for 
the purpose of alleviating the 
type of epilepsy which centers 
there. One must keep in mind 
th e cerebrum has two hemis­ 
pheres and each hemisphere 
has a temporal lobe. 
Landsdell investigated brain 
b e h a tio r by having the men 
and women look at 90 sets of 
abstract designs and pick out 
the one design in each set they 
liked best. In each set was one 
design less symmetrical but 
m ore complex than the others

When the tissue was taken 
from the non-dominant hemis­ 
phere of the male brain there 
was a drop in artistic aptitude 
but in the female brain the ef­ 
fect 
was 
just 
the 
opposite. 
When it was taken from the 
dominant hemisphere it was 
the male aptitude which in­ 
creased while the female de­ 
creased. 


Lansdeli of course ruled out 
the possibility that something 
else was involved besides a 
basic difference in male and 
female brains. For instance— 
if the removal of brain tissue 
affected keeness of vision it 
should affect men and women 
alike. 
He also tested the men and 
women before and after their 
surgery on their ability to re­ 
cite the common proverbs with- 
out 
hesitation. 
The 
women 
were not changed in this re­ 
gard by the loss of “dominant” I 
brain tissue but the men could 
not do as well as they had. 


To Lansdeli all this “sug- 
guested” that in the female 
brain 
“some 
physiological 
mechanisms underlying ar­ 
tistic judgement and verbal 
ability may overlap, “but in 
the male brain these mech­ 
anisms are in opposite hemis­ 
pheres. 


This explanation is support­ 
ed by apitude tests given to 
thousands of normal boys and 
girls, he said. These tests have 
shown that in girls artistic in­ 
terest 
and 
high 
competence 
with words go together, but 
they don’t in boys.

Babies Born Too Soon, 


Scientist Declares 


NEW YORK 0IPD—If man­ 
kind wishes to put a stop to its 
rising tides of anti-social be­ 
havior and psychosomatic dis­ 
orders it had better start re­ 
alizing human infants are born 
nine months sooner than they 
should be ideally. 
This is the view of Prof. John 
Bostock, 
Australian 
scientist 
and author of the theory that 
the first nine months after 
birth are no less a period of 
gestation for the human being j 
than its nine months in the 
womb. 


On this basis he argues the 
Infant human being should 
have, until it is able to crawl 
about on all fours, the same 
status as the unborn. This 
means unity with the mother 
—a duplication, as nearly as 
possible, of the utter secur­ 
ity of the womb plus “ma­ 
ternal contact and maternal 
food.” 


This theory, first proposed , 
in 1958, has gained a number j 
of scientific proponents around 
the world, among them Prof. 
Ashley Montagu of Princeton 
University. It now' has attained 
the dignity of a full-scale pre­ 
sentation in the authoritative 
international technical journal. 
The Lancet. 
In this scientific forum Bo- 
stock argued that the human j 
infant had come to be limited i 
to nine months in the womb by | 
evolutionary necessity.

And “there is evidence aller­ 
gy has its roots in the first 
six months of life," he added. 


Psychosomatic d i s o r d e r s 
have risen during this “period 
of infant-care revolution." and 
so have 
anti-social behavior 
and psychiatric fllness. 
“It w’ould be absurd to claim 
that mismanagement in infancy 
is responsible for all such ill­ 
nesses, but it certainly seems 
to be the origin of some."
